St. Paul, April 15 — ,Vt Snuk Rupida 
the deitruocion wrought ai a bliorb space 
of tima ta truly appalling. Tho town is 
: in'roini^nd in the o }bria are tho bodies 
of many of our citizens. Sj far 000 
bodies have bean reouvured; 100 ure su 
riously injured, No pen can describe 
the awful aceoB that to-day presents it- 
self. Everywhere there is woe and 
laiuentatioD. Duuth is present in al- 
moit every tfoute; It is perfectly heart 
rendiug to move about the city. Noth- 
ing BO distreaaintj has ever been witnessed 
in this part of tha state. In iimuy iii- 
•tancea whole fitmilles httvo bueti svvopl 
into eternity without a uiomont's warn- 
ing. 

'At Rice's station the killed number 
twenty-two, while the injured are un- 
known.'^ 

At .3 o'clock this morning in these 
places there were 49 dead and very near 
200 injured, with a {^rout many still miaa- 
}ng, whose bodies will prfjbably be recov- 
ered to-night, BS there are juat eucjugh 
hotises left in Sauk Rapidd to form a ring 
H^jr^and'tbeiyillage limits. Tho storm ex- 
' tend^d'froni Jameatowu, Dakota, through 
Minneaota and into Wisconsin, though its 
most diaastroua efiiecta ure to bo found in 
the places hrst named. Tho sign "Sauk 
Rapidsl^' on the Manitoba depot, and a 
basketful of books, weri) found in Rice 
■ta^otii ieveral miles distant. 
\ ihe^pvy council this raorning voted §5,- 
6D0 casn to the cyclone sufferers, and 
Governor Hubbard diapatchud a car load 
of provisions to Sauk Rapids. From tho 
.cquq^ry,i,in the truck of the loroado, 
Wolff, injured people were brought in; 
Mverot of 'those will die. Four have died 
of their wounds since morning. At a 
church east of Rice's, thirteen of a wed 
ding party were killed, including tho ofii- 
oiating miniater. 

; •S.KiiJMOKEj Minn., April 15 —A feiirful 
eyolone posjed over Monroe township laut 
eTehiDg,f(destroying dwellings, barns, out- 
ho'ua'es,'aud' killing thousands of dollars' 
worth of stock.

Lord Kingston and IPatriclc Itlc-

London, April 7,— Mr. Wilfrid 
Blunt, 80 well-known aa a friend to 
Arab! and as the husband of Lady 
Anna Lovelane, the grand-daughter of 
Lorii'Syron, publisbes -an interesting 
interview with an Irish tenant as an 
average example of the true relations 
nil such tenants bear to the lundlordi 
IMr. Blijnt ha« juat returned from Kil- 
ronan, in county BoscQmiqon,- • where 
Lord Kingston has " been evicting his 
lenatry, and .situated iri^O'Kelly^V idiii- 
trict, neartliftbouncJary line of R'bscdtn- 
nion and Sligo. This is a tract of moun- 
tain land thickly peopler'. Tha little 
whitewashed bouses of the peasant ten- 
aiits dot tho landscape close to each 
other right up to the crest of tho hill 
in ploU of five to ten acres, and} aiiow 
distinctly how the land has been re- 
claimed. Here the Ooltic population, 
being driven from the better lauds in 
the plains, have taken refuye iu times 
past and reclaimed the soil at tlieir 
own cost, and built tlise dwellings with 
tbeir own handd. ' ; > 

A PITIFUL TALE. 

Mr. Blunt thus nan-ates bis inter- 
view with tho tenant, Patcrick Mc- 
Manua, a little old man of seventy, 
liuuched, bent and bowed, but ohner- 
ful under uiisfortunes: 

1 found hiifi in a neighbor's .house, 
where he had been taken in tlirou;<h 
charity. I asked him where he hud 
been born, and he told me in a house 
yonder where the soldiers were, and 
which hiid been his own. It had been 
built from the ground -by his' father, 
who had originally takenr 'five acres, 
partly of rough grass and parly for ti 1 
age. Thirty years ago he had hiiuself 
r<-'claiined two and a half acres more 
from tlio mountain, going down to the 
valley for liino and carrying it up in 
bankets on his bead-at a shilling a bas- 
ket. About that time, having some 
sarings, he paid .£20 for the tenant 
right of another bit of eight acres. But 
the very next year

frona him without compensation. He 
now held seven and K half acres, five 

inherited from his faiher and two and 
a half reolaiaied by himself, and for 
this he paid £5 per annum. People had 
advinncl hiui to go into court to get the 
rent lowered, but where was ho to find 
the money for iti So be liad gone on 
tiiriB8tautiiriin,'wben" he' waSiBubd for 
a half year's rent, £2 9a. 1 Jd, and now 
for £5 12a. lOd., with eviction. It 's-as 
only half a year's rent he osvei, and he 
had paid his rent and his fathtr before 
him for seventy years. Ho pataeiical 
ly said, "1 believe, like Job, 

IN JUSTICE AN"D GOD, 

and that I would get back one day be- 
fore I died into my own house." 

I found the house, continues Mr. 
Blunt, occupied by the emergency ulan, 
a sallow youth and three constables, 
who were engaged cooking the old 
owner's potatoea. I asked tho consta- 
iGes whether they liked their work, 
and they said they were not allowed to 
tliink whether they liked it or not, but 
they got three Bbillinga and sixpence a 
day while on such work. It may be, 
said one, with a curious sniile, home 
rulo wouldn't be better for us, though 
it might be for the country. The emerg- 
ency man said nothing but went on 
eating potatoe.H.

"Bettef late tbau nover," ia an old ".d- 
a/^e and a true ono. The people uf Brit- 
iuL Oolumbia have for a long time been 
exeroiaed ou the Chineae immigration 
question and the important document re- 
garding it, which only rucontly reached 
the house at Ottawa, although ic hai been 
for acme months in the archivea of the de- 
pairtment, puts a new aspect on the case 
entirely. In a dispatch dated May 31, 
1884, from Lord Derby to the Rovernor- 
general, the power of the parliament of 
Canada to regulate, and if deemed proper, 
to prohibit, the immigration of Chinese 
into the Dominion is acklowledged by the 
Imperial authorities. The act passed by 
the legislature of British Columbfa in 1884 
to prevent the immigration of Chinese 
having been disallowed by the Dominion 
government, on a report of the minister 
of justice, was referred to England. In 
tl\e course of the miQtatsr's report the fol- 
lowing clause appears: "A law which 
prevents the people of any country from 
coming into a province onnnot bo said tu 
be of a local or private nature. Ou the 
contrary it ia one involving Dominion, 
and poaaibly Imperial, interests; but with- 
out coming at present to a definite con- 
oluaion as to whether tha aot^in question 
ia ons within the legislative authbrity of 
parliament or of the lagislature, I am 
clearly of opinion that it is an act which 
ought not to be put into operation with- 
out due consideration, and without cor- 
respondence with the Imperial govern- 
metit." In the reply referred to above 
Lord Darby states: "I hiwe the honor 
to inform you that Her Majesty has not 
been advised to disallow acts passed in 
the Australian colonies restricting, by 
very .severe provisions, the immigration 
c" i'.itrod'iotiou of Chineae, Her Majesty's 
government have not held that the rela- 
tions of this country with China require 
thaai to,,jinterfere^ with tba Australian legis- 
lation* oh' ihtorn'a'tional grounds, and it 
has been treated as a matter of internal 
administration, with which a responsible 
colonial government ia competent to deal. 
When, therefore, the Dominion ministers 
advise your:lordship with regard to these 
acts, you may say that the question is not 
held to involve Imperial interests, and 
that you should deal with it as ^a Cana- 
dian question only." The only question 
now to be determined is the constitution- 
ality of the act paiaed by the legislature 
of our province, and as the cable lately 
informed ua that the judicial committee 
of the privy council have decided to alio w 
SD appeal, there should be no obstacio in 
the way of an early sotiloniGnt of tha mat- 
ter in dispute. It will bo remembered 
that during the last election campaign 
Mr, Theo. Davie frequently stated that 
the Dominion government had; not the 
power conferred on them by the British 
North American act to disallow bills regu- 
lating Chinese immif^ration and residence. 
In accordance with that opinion — which 
was shared by the attorney- genari!, ssta 
affecting Chinese were passed by the logii- 
latura here; but were disallowed at Otta- 
wa. The determination of tha privy coun- 
cil ito haar an appeal on the part of 
this province is pviina facU evi- 
dence of tha right of the provincu to legis- 
late on tho matter. The outcome of the 
appeal will bo awaited with intaroat, 

CANADIA N Fa6iFIG~RA IL WA Y 
- ; LOAN. .;■ '. , 

Mr. McLela'n, minister of Gnance, was 
to have submitted in the Dominion com- 
r:nns on Monday last, a resolution con- 
firmatory of a new agreement with the 
Oanadiau Pacific Railway company, whose 
provisions will enable the said company 
to reimburse the govornment for the loan 
of §29,880,012, advanced tho company 
underact 48, 49, Vic, chap. 57. The 
amount actually advanced to the company 
by the government on account of the sura 
of 920,000,000, is $19,160,700. This is 
secured by tha first mortgage bonds ' of 
the company, whtoh..it ia agieed shall 
repay to tho government, with interest at 
the rate of 4 per cent^ per annum, the 
payment to be in liwo equal instalments, 
t he first to be made on the 1st May next, 
the second on or before the 1st July 
nexti both, with iotar^st &a aforesaid. When 
these two payments ^have" been made the 
government will extinguish the balance 
of the loan of §29,880,912— that is, tho 
sum of §9,880,912 (with interest at the 
rate aforesaid up to the lat May) by means 
of the retention of a suilioieut number of 
acres out of the land grAUt as will at tha 
pate of 81.60 - , per aora ■ equal the 
amount, Upon tha settlement of all 
accounts on this basis, tho government 
will agree to cancel all tho tirst| mortgage 
bonds that are held by them upon the 
company in excess of the sum of $.5,000,- 
OOO of such' bonds which will be retained 
by tha government under the construction 
contract of the 2l8t October, 1S80. When 
this has been satisfactorily completed the 
company may issuo first mortgage bonds 
upon the land remaining to them ur ^or 
their contract iu such manner as provided 
by their oharter,to an-afaiount liot exceed- 
ing $2 per acre; and in tha event of all uf 
the obtainable outstanding land f>rants 
being duly cancelled and a reserve being 
made from the new issue to cover such 
cancellation tho government will accept 
bonds of the new issue in exchange for 
tbnsa now held by it tor the $5,000,000. 
A coqdition-of the agreement is that the 
governor in council may extarid 'the time 
for the payment of the firat inatalmont 
and jjoterest to a date not later than the 
I^i of July next; and upon the completion 
of the line according to^^ontraot, and up- 
on its being duly opened 'for- traffic the 
shareholders of the cotn,>ahy ,will, so far 
as their conneotion with tha-line^is^con- 
cerncd, be no longer diaqualified from be- 
coming or being members of the Domin- 
ion senate or house of comnious.

The Idaho Opiiini Seizure. 

In the Seattle district court on Thurs- 
day morning the ciise of tho U, S. vs. 
Steamship Idaho, came on for hearing; C. 
H. Hanford for tho government and J. 
MoNsught and U. M. Rasin for the ship 
and Capt. Carroll. 

TUE EVIDENCE. 

A, H. Wintrodo, inspector of customs, 
deposed that on the 8th December, 1885, 
hs saw ievan barrels, leave the ware- 
house of Tai Yune, at Yiotoria, and 
shipped ou board the Idalio at the outer 
wharf; second mate was; the only person 
he rccognizad. 

Harry Hansen was a sailor on board 
the vessel on that date. Took in the pro' 
vision barrels in tho evening and rolled 
them between docks; did not suo Capt. 
Carroll at that time, und did not recollect 
who was in charge. Going north at Cas- 
san bay the Idaho put two boat loads of 
freight ashore. The cannery thoro be- 
longed to Capt. Carroll. In coming down 
tha Idaho stopped at Cassan bay and put 
about one dozen barrels ashore in the 
night; Capt. Carroll was then in charge. 
The cutter took on .fourteen barrels of 
opium, the same landed there by tho 
Idaho, and took them to Port Townsond. 
Had known the Idaho to carry freight of 
nearly every kind. A customs inspector 
was on board' moat of the time. 

Capt. H. E. Beaoher) collector of cus- 
toms, deposed that he knew Capt. Carroll, 
master of the Idaho, which steamer ho 
ordered to be searched on her return to 
Port Townsond oh the 26th December 
last. Opium was found on board —car- 
penter and watchmen waro , arrested — the 
former beting released on bonds furnished 
by Capt.' darroU. Next day 'found several 
hundred pounds more of opium in various 
parts of the ship. Carroll objected to tha 
steamer being detained, it not being the 
end of her route, and promiaed that his 
men should not obstruct the otHners in 
their search.

One of the men said that the Idaho 
had not been there for two months 
Afterwards one of them said that on tho 
down trip the. steamer lauded some 
barrels which Carroll said contained ' furs 
and told them to be careful of them.

Powaerly declares that the strike will 
coniinue if Gould does not yield and 
(iould retorts that he will never give way. 
The latest raaiiifoato from Powdorly con- 
cludes as follows: "You can settle this 
strike. Its longer continuance rests with 
you and you alone. Every act of violence, 
every drop of: blood that may -be- shed 
from this time-forth must be laid at your 
door. Tho Knights of Labor were not 
organiEed to promote or shield wrong- 
doing, and to-day the order of Knights 
of Libor stands between your property 
and ruin. You have said that the order 
of Knights of Labor was a conspiracy, a 
menace, etc I am willing, as the chief 
ofilcer, to lay everything connected with 
our order bare to the world if you will on 
the other hand, lay open to the public the 
moans and mothoda whereby you have 
piled up tho wealth which you control, 
ana allow ilio tribunal of public opinion 
to say which ia conspiracy." Gould re- 
joins in a lofty tone and concludes "You 
now declare in eSiact that I hold my indi- 
vidual property and rights not as other 
men hold theirs, but only at the peril of 
your letting loose irrevocably, after five 
o'clock, your order upon me. If this is 
true of this oompuny and of ine it is true 
of other men and ooro panics. If you and 
your order are the law an American 
citizen is such only in name. Already 
for weeks your order has in your attack 
on this company, not hesitated io disable 
it by violonco from rendering its duty to 
the public, and from doing work, and 
from paying wages to men at least throe 
timea your own number who, working as 
they were by your side, were at least de- 
serving of your sympathy.

Ctaiiiese Legislation in British 
Coluiubiu— Tliti <liicstion 
of Validity. 

At a recent sitting of tho Imperiol privy 
council, Mr. Joune appeared in support 
uf a petition fur leave to appeal from a 
decision which raised the question of the 
validity of an act passed by tho legislature 
uf British Columbia. It seemed that the 
legislature of British Columbia passed an 
act imposing a tax upon the Chinese popu- 
lation of tha colony.

A man iiiiiiiod 
John Ritter, apeakmi,' of six montlia aijo 
yrhea he lived near the family cloae by 
Baytrard's mill, awurc that the children 
were not properly treated by tho inothor, 
and that tho husband wlion ho camo 
home had nlwaya to cook his suppur, at- 
tend' to the children and put thoui to bud; 
bUo that he knew him to be a steady and 
good workman. Mrs. Alice Cowan, ao- 
uther .witmsa, deposed to having eeea 
Orawfotd.kick hit wife in the stomach, 
saying that if ever she came back he 
would blow her brains out, and that 
she stopped at witnesa' houae until she 
secured work, Henry Cowan, the liua- 
band of the lust witness, corroburutud tho 
statement of ill-treatment. The miigis- 
trate said the oasei was rather one for the 
divorce court. The defendant's conduct, 
throughout, both from his ill-treattnent 
of hia wife and accuaution itgainat bar nf 
infidelity, in tho absence of any proof was 
coTvardly in the extreme.

TFATAL RUM AW AY ACCIDENV. 

Death of mrs. Hicliard Hall 
uiul Injury to iTIr. Hull. 

One of the anddoat of the inany aad 
evetits that have occurred ia Victorift was 
a runaway accident, which happened yiis- 
terday afternoon while Mr. and Mra. 11. 
Hall were driving in a dog-cart, and re- 
sulted in the death of that estimable likdy. 
Tho first that is known of thu terrible 
catastrophe ia that shortly after one 
o'clock Mra. (ioopel and Mn. W, Wood 
saw a'hprsB -.attaohed' to a two-wheeled 
vehicle', Idaah down Simcoe street, with 
something dragging at cha aide which 
they thought was a carnage rui{. The 
horao turned at Jleiiziea stroet, and while 
tearing down this street several gentlemen 
who saw it, were hurriQed to perceive that 
what tho ladies thought was a rug waa a 
human being, dragging at the aide of the 
dog-cart. The horse continued its mad ca- 
reer along Dhllaa ro&dand on to James bay 
bridge whese Messrs. li. T. Williams, W, 
Ormuor and S. Creeoh, who were crossing, 
Hucoeeded in stopping it. They took it 
from the ahifta and Mrs. Hall, who was 
ctught in the shaft, was taken from her 
terrible 'position. Her right leg was 
caught over the shaft and between the 
whilllo-tree, and cruelly held there while 
her body was lyiii){ on tho ground with 
tho anna extended us if in mute appeal. 
'In this poaition aho must have boon 
dra!{ged from tho head of Simcoe atraet 
to I he centre of the bridge. Her olothoa 
were ontangled with the vehicle and her 
body was scratched and bruised though no 
boiiea were broken, and her bonnet re- 
mained on lier head, 

She was placed nt the aide of the path- 
way and medical aid at once sum- 
moned. While lying hera Mr. Hall 
ran up, his face covered with 
blood,' caused" by a wound "on his 
head. Ho did not remember how tho ae- 
cidont occurred, and waa crazed with grief, 
it being diflioult to restrain hiin. Jn u. 
couple of niinutea Dr. Davie drove up in 
a hack, and the unconscious lady was 
tenderly pliced therein and taken to tha 
reaidenco of her brother-in-law, Dr. Milno, 
on Douglas street. ° 

She was laid on the sofa in the office, 
and an examination showed that the base 
of the skull had been fractured, causing 
coiiRusaion of the b'ain. Dra. Milne, Da- 
vie and Hondrickauii, svho were present, 
yiivu no hope ut her recovery, and she was 
at once taken up stairs and placed in bed. 
Every possible means were used to revive 
her, but she never rallied, and in about 
tsveiity minutes afterboing taken upstairs 
her .qpirit fled. 

The cause of tho accident is not known, 
but the theory is that the horse, which ia 
ill I ho habit of shying, leaped to the side 
of thu road in passing.sonie empty barrels 
nf lime on Simcoo street near the Colonist 
hotel, throwing Mr. Hall out. Mrs. Hall 
niual have either boon thrown forward on 
tho shaft, or in attempting to get out of 
tho dog-cart had her dress caught, and 
slipping on thu shaft, her lei; caught be- 
tween the latter audthe whffla-tree, hold- 
ing her there until tho horao waa stipped 
and she extricated. Mr. Hall's injury ia 
not dangeroua, being a acaip wound aix 
ii'chea in length, but how the accident 
liapponod, and up to tho time ho c.ime 
up with the vehicle on Juinea bay bridge, 
he has no resuUeotion. 

The deceased lady is the eldest daughter 
uf ex-Coun, Kinsman, and the bereaved 
liuahand and relativca have the heartfelt 
sympathy of the community in their aud 
ufHicli'jn. The decoa.ied waa in the 31at 
yonr (,f hor age, and waa born in Bownian- 
ville, Ont. She had a large circle of lov- 
ing friends, who ara greatly pained at the 
aad and tragic ocourrenco that brought 
her lifo to a cloae. 

FCllTUKK PARTK-'ULAUS. 

Mr. Hall, at 9 o'clock last evening had 
so far recovered from tho shook of hit 
fall as to apeak ititelhgenlly of ' the cir- 
cumatances of the uccidciit. Mrs. Hall 
had been calling at Mrs. Ooepel'i and 
Mrs. Wood's, on Sinicoe street, and ho 
took her into tho vehicle at the latter 
place. Almost as soon na they atarted 
down Menziea street the horao became 
frii>hteiied at nomothing and ran away. 
Thinking to help lier husband, Mrs. Elall 
asksd him to lei her hold tho reina with 
him, and a few Hecoiida after, at tho cor- 
ner of Meu'/iea and Superior streets, tho 
horse gave a'audden carvs. This .threw 
Mr. Hall out'on liis head, which for the 
minute stunned hlai, and he remembers 
no nioro of the horse's behavior. 

Whether Mrs. Hull was thrown on the 
ahafta at tho saiiio time or attemptod to 
get out, is not known. She was seen by 
rcaidenta of tho street dragging as boforo 
deacribed at tho side of the vehicle, 
and undoubtedly the fracture of the skull 
waa suatained instanlly on hor being 
caufihl in the shaft, by hor head striking 
against tho wliool or tho ground, thus ren- 
doring her unconscious to her position. 
When taken from tho shaft the linos were 
.still under her body, the silk dress and 
capo at the shoulders wore, worn through 
by friction with the wheel or the ground. 

Mrs. Hall had contemplated a trip to 
Kngland to visit her husband's mother, 
recently made a widow, and that morning 
had bean speaking of and planning for the 
jcurney. She wua in tho best of healf.h 
»ud apirita, never dreaming lhat the an- 
gel of death waa hovering so near. Mr. 
Hall ia greatly prostrated by the shock, 
and can scarcely realize that tho sad oc- 
currence had taken place. 

The remains were placed in a caskst 
last evening and conveyed to the residence 
of her parents on Pembroke street, from 
which point the funeral will leave on Sun- 
day at 2 o'clock for the Methodist church, 
Pandora atreo*.
